ior Feeding Contest at the 1931 International was one 
of Pa hin Bae and instructive events of the whole show. 
More than 200 boys and girls from several different states led be- 
fore Judge H. W. Vaughn the greatest classes of baby beeves that 
have ever graced the International arena. That the boys and girls 
are improving as_ fitters and showmen was plainly evidenced 
throughout the entire show. The quality and finish of the calves 
was superior to any other exhibit ever held at Chicago. The tops 
were strong in most all the classes and breeds. The calves to win 
their classes were of International championship calibre, generally 
speaking. So each breed had a right to think that their winners 
were in the final running. mh. ; 

Professor Vaughn did an excellent job of the judging and is to 
be highly complimented on his work. Whether he knew it or not 
he was a stickier for breed type and character along with quality 
and finish of carcass, making a combination that never fails to 
please the audience and the exhibitors as well. 

As usual the Aberdeen-Angus led in numbers and in quality of 
top calves; there were 96 head on parade in the various classes. As 
a whole the Aberdeen-Angus classes were very good, however there 
were still a few that should not have been permitted to come to 
Chicago. We are not interested so much in how closely other breeds 
cull their International exhibits but the Journal would like to insist 
that the Aberdeen-Angus classes for 1932 be culled, and culled 
again, that nothing but entries of high quality be permitted to re- 
main in this great show. 

Of the sixteen Junior yearling steers the judge had little diffi- 
cuity in locating for first place the Wendell Morgan steer from 
Aledo, Illinois. This calf was full of quality and the right kind of 
meat from end to end, some folks criticised his width of quarters 
a bit. Perhaps they were justified, however his smoothness and 
firmness, and especially rich covering made him an easy top. Vel- 


ma Mommsen, of Miles, Iowa, had a very fine calf in second place, 
he was a bit closer to the ground and considerably thicker. but he 
was not capable of displacing the Morgan entry which had been 
grand champion steer at Davenport, lowa, the Illinois state fair at 
Springfield and at the Mercer county fair. ' 

Fifty-five summer yearlings entered the ring and they made an 
excellent showing. As in the first class the top was not difficult 
to locate. This time it was Harold Hassler, of Manning, lowa, who 
led his lowset, deeply fleshed bullock to the head of the class. This 
was a great calf, nicely covered all over and well finished. Next to 
him stood another good steer owned by Marvin Yoakam, of Kes- 
wick, Iowa. 5 ge: 

It was in the senior calf class that another Morgan youngster 
was to come to the top with flying colors. This time it was ten- 
year-old Lawrence with his calf Artemus, without question one of 
the finest calves ever to be shown anywhere. He was lowset, had 
splendid width and depth of body and was well covered all over. 
Lawrence sort of made a hit with the writer for his gentlemanly 
manner and good showmanship. His calf was good enough to de- 
feat the good thick fleshed calf shown by Linus Griffin, of Oxford, 
Iowa, which left Dorothy F. Henry, of Charleston, Illinois, standing 
third with another well balanced, nicely fleshed calf that was re- 
tained for the St. Louis show where he was easily made the grand 
champion. This is mentioned to show the high quality that pre- 
vailed in the Aberdeen-Angus section. 

The crowd at the rail thickened until one could scarcely move 
any direction and the seats above that section of the arena where 
the nine first prize winners were lined up for the final fight for top 
honors were packed to the last row, so interested were the folks at 
the show to see the grand champion club calf named. Quickly 
Judge Vaughn pulled out the Wendell Morgan entry, Colie, next 
came the beautiful roan Shorthorn which he had defeated at Dav-

The Short- 
horn calf had done exceptionally well and 
looked every inch suitable for the grand 
championship over all breeds. The fly in 
the ointment that prevented was the fact 
that Wendell’s calf had done even better so 
the scrap soon shifted from Wendell’s calf 
to that of his brother, Lawrence, to see 
whether the reserve grand champion over 
all breeds should be a roan or a biack. Again 
the beautifully finished Shorthorn gave way 
to the Bonnie Black and the wee lad smiled 
a smile that was only excelled on the face 
of Dad Morgan who stood back with a face 
beaming and as bright as a new morning 
sun on a beautiful spring morning. The job 
was done, and done weil, and the Morgans 
and ail iliinois as well as the rest of the 
Aberdeen-Angus world was happy beyond 
expression. 

Something had happened that will per- 
haps never again take place. Two full broth- 
ers had won the two highest places in 4-H 
Calf Club showing with two Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves by one sire. The calves and the 
boys originated on the same farm. The 
Journal is always happy on such occasions 
and in this instance wishes to give readers 
some idea as to how the calves were bred. 
That is, what was back of them in the way 
of breeding. Hence the tabulations accomp- 
anying this story. The names of the breed- 
ers are given to further enlighten pedigree 
students without referring to the herd 
books. 

Note that the sire, Bummer R. 410274, 
represents a combination of the efforts of 
the Tudors, the Eschers, McHenry, Wilcox, 
White Bros., and Rosengift Farms where 
his sire and grandsire both were bred. In 
the next generation is revealed the names 
of the Donohoes, E. T. Davis, Goodwin and 
Judy, with the International grand cham- 
pion bulls Erwin C., Glenfoil Thickset 2d, 
and the International grand champion cow 
Blackbird 24th appearing as supporters of 
this splendid breeding bull. 

The dam of Colie, the grand champion 
was bred by the Candors as was the com- 
plete cow line showing here. The next gen- 
eration shows the dam of Equation K. to be 
Imp. Equatoria of Ballindalloch, bred by Sir 
Geo. M. Grant. Other strong elements in this 
female tabulation are the cattle bred by 
McWhorter, Bopes, Goodwin and the Lantzes 
with the renowned Black 
Woodlawn bringing the name ,

p.t. Brown. Make Good Gains for Indiana Farmer 


By full feeding his thirteen Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves during the entire nursing period, 
kd. Schriner of Goodland, Newton County, 
Indiana, was able in 154 days to put on a 
total gain per calf of 329 pounds, a daily 
gain of 2.1 pounds, and a gain of one pound 
for each 5.17 pounds of grain at a cost of 
three cents per pound. These results, ob- 
tained during the feeding period extending 
from July 6, 1931, to December 8, 1931, have 
greatly increased Mr. Schriner’s belief that 
it pays to full feed beef calves during the 
nursing period. 

The Schriner farm is a typical Corn Belt 
farm on Black Prairie soil and a herd of 
fourteen Aberdeen-Angus cows is kept for 
the purpose of utilizing the waste roughage 
such as corn stalk pasture, oat straw, soy- 
bean straw, stubble pasture and grass. In 
March 1931, the fourteen cows dropped 
fourteen calves, one of which died within 
two weeks after birth. On July 6, the 
calves were weighed by County Agent J. M. 
Kirkpatrick and a feed record started by 
Mr. Schriner. At that time, two of the 
calves were running with their dams in a 
distant pasture and could not be weighed 
and started on feed until two weeks after 
the others. The eleven which were weighed 
at that time averaged 330 pounds. The oth- 
er two when weighed July 18 averaged 375 
pounds. 

They were started on feed with a ration 
consisting of one-third whole oats by weight

J. E. Brown & Sons, of Mercer county, 
Illinois, consigned two loads of pure bred

sisting of twenty heifers averaged 928 
pounds and sold at $10.65, which was a new 
top for the season on heifers. Included in 
the shipment were sixteen steers that aver- 
aged 1093 pounds and sold at $11.25.

Half of 
this carcass was sold at the International 
sale and the other half was sold to the 
Aledo merchants who put on a big home 
coming and barbecue for the Club members 
and their parents and served the winning 
carcass as the meat feature on the menu.

Iowa Feeding Contest Winners. 

G. C. Chadima & Sons, of Broadmoor 
Stock Farm, Fairfax, Iowa, regular con- 
testants in the Iowa State Production and 
Feeding Contest and winners of third place 
1931 with their home grown Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves report a very satisfactory sale. 
They say “Thought you might be interested 
in knowing how we came out on our load 
of Aberdeen-Angus yearlings this year. 
This load stood third in the State Produc- 
tion and Feeding Contest and sold on Sep- 
tember 7th at home to T. M. Sinclair & Co., 
of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, at $9.75 per cwt., 
only twenty-five cents under Chicago top 
for that day. The seventeen head of steers 
averaged 1103 pounds and five heifers 842 
pounds. We reserved the six best heifers 
for breeding purposes which accounts for 


the difference in the average weight of 
steers and heifers. ‘lhe twenty-two head of 
yearlings made a dressing percentage of 
03.9%. 

‘““rnese yearlings sold straight and we 
think we are sate in saying tnat there are 
tewer throw-outs in goou Aberdeen-Angus 
than there are in other beef breeds, at least 
we never have any. Some people call ev- 
erything biack, an Abrdeen-Angus. That’s a 
big mistake. 

“We see where Col. Dan Casement made 
a strong plea with the Hereford breeders to 
get busy and ‘Beat the Blacks.’ To check 
their mad career at the International—alas 
they succeeded, the first time in thirteen 
years. Now, we admire Mr. Casement very 
much for his loyal support to the Hereforas 
and at the same time when he starts any- 
thing with his wonderful energy he is pret- 
ty hard to check, but when it comes to beat- 
ing the wondertul marbling in the Aber- 
deen-Angus on the block—which is ulti- 
mately the final test of superiority—we 
doubt very much that it can be done. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus breeders had better 
keep an eye on Dan just the same. He is 
pretty much of a ‘chancellor’ to the Here- 
fords, much as Bismark was to Germany in 
his time.”

_ A North Dakota Champion. 

Miss Erma Buchli, of Hebron, North Da- 
kota, tells the story of the grand champion 
Aberdeen-Angus Club Calf as follows: “I 
note by the Journal various Club Calf sales 
which reminds me of the outcome of my 
own 4-H club calf which I recently sold at 
the Morton County Stock and Corn show at 
Hebron, North Dakota for $18.75 per hun- 
dred weight. 

“Th.s calt was bred by H. D. Henke, Han- 
over, North Dakota and when about six 
months old I started him with a ration of 
silage, oats, barley (ground), cottonseed 
cake and alfalfa hay. 1 gradually changed 
this ration to corn, oats, barley, bran and 
linseed oil meal. I might say that Chief 
was always an eager feeder which I think 
is characteristic of the Aberdeen-Angus. At 
least that is the experience my father has 
had w.th them at his Knife River Ranch 
where pure bred Aberdeen-Angus are now 
thriving. 

“Chief was made grand champion steer 
at the Missouri Slope Fair at Mandan, N. 
D., in competit.on with two carloads of baby 
beef club calves. He was also champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer. Judge Dr. McMann 
of the North Dakota Agricultural College 
proclaimed him as a true type Aberdeen- 
Angus. He was excellent in the crops, 
measuring only one inch wider over the loin 
than over the top of the shoulders. He was 
admired by everyone for his splendid style 
and typiness.

Note please that this Aberdeen-Angus 
winner sold for $4.90 per cwt. above the av- 
erage of the calves sold. It is indeed grati- 
fying to observe this margin which is al- 
most invariably present in the inter-breed 
competitions.

— 750 pound steers at a nickle might attract some one some 
where. 
The Journal is of the opinion that a heap more business might 
easily be done by our breeders if they would but put their wares 
before the buying public. The Journal’s nearly ten thousand read- 
ers are potential buyers, even though many of them are on the sell- 
ing side. Did you ever see a “good seller” that was not a “good 
buyer” as well? What we need in our business right now is a little 
more pep and volumes of confidence in the thing we are doing. 
Who ever saw a time like this that was not followed with a period 
of prosperity for the men who had proper faith and ability to stand 
grief? There is money in this country, perhaps your next door 
neighbor does not have it, even if he did have it he might not be 
interested in your business. The boy who is interested in your cat- 
tle may live next door to someone in whom he is not in the least 
interested.

Canadian Cattle ‘in Scotland. 


_ Major G. B. Johnson, Canadian Government Trade Commi. 
sioner for Scotland, writing from Glasgow on November 28 states 
that many of the store animals, received on the SS. “Airthria’ 
sold at Merklands Wharf, Glasgow, on November 27, were wild and 
of a more or less scrubby appearance, not liked by farmers ther. 
Young quiet animals not over two years old, 9 to 10 ewt. prefer. 
ably cross-bred Aberdeen-Angus or Shorthorn, unbranded, bring 
the highest price in the store market. Major Johnson furthe 
states, “Canadian cattle have now been coming to Glasgow fy 
nearly a year and, in considerable aumbers, for the past eight 
months since the general resumption of this trade. The first fey 
shipments were of outstanding quality and finish, and brought 
what was at that time considered very satisfactory prices. Sing 
then, however, the quality of the cattle shipped to this market has 
deteriorated perceptibly, and the prices realized today cannot be 
considered satisfactory. Of course the general tendency of cattle 
prices has been downward during the past six months. Many peo- 
ple in a position to know feel that values have now touched rock 
bottom. However that may be, it does not altogether account for 


the present low prices for Canadian store cattle (just under 35 shil- 


lings per cwt.). 

“When the trade was in full swing some years ago, Canadian 
cattle were considered the best that entered the market, and easily 
sold at a slight premium over Irish. The first few shipments to 


Glasgow this year also realized prices slightly higher than Irish. |

Now, however, the prices being realized are from ore to two shil- 


lings per cwt. lower than Irish prices, and it shouid be interesting 
and profitable to try to elucidate the reason. 

_ “Canadian cattle are, and always have been, considered the 
healthiest animals that enter this market. Their livers are sound 
and the cattle feed up well. But in many cases they are not of the 
right class. The majority arriving here from the Dominion are 
cross-Herefords, which are not well liked in this market. Cross- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus and Shorthorns, or pure bred Aberdeen-At- 
gus, are more desired here. It may not be possible to breed this 
class of animal so well in Western Canada, but it is generally said 
here that if the Canadian cattlemen are genuinely anxious to cater 
permanently to this market, they would be well advised to consider 
breeding more of this type of animal.”

Creep Feed the Calves. 

Whole oats and shelled corn make an 
ideal ration for growing calves that are al- 
lowed to run with their mothers on pasture 
or for calves that are kept up in the lots 
and allowed to nurse night and morning. 
Especially is this true when supplemented 
with silage or legume hay. Oats do not 
make a satisfactory feed for short feeding 
high quality cattle, but if one has plenty of 
clover or alfalfa hay and silage on hand, 
and is not especially desirous of finishing 
the cattle quickly, then oats may be used to 
good advantage for starting calves, year- 
lings or even older cattle on feed.

That it pays to feed high quality pure bred 
cattle is another established fact. Mr. Ker- 
shaw says “We had an interesting example 
in our cattle that we shipped to Chicago this 
year. In the lot we had a Jersey steer that 
was about two years old and weighed 820 
pounds, and sold for six cents. We had a 
half blood, Jersey-Aberdeen-Angus steer 
that weighed 830 pounds at about a year 
old that sold at nine cents, and our load of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus steers weighing 
an average of 1006 pounds sold at fourteen 
and a quarter cents per pound, giving a no- 
ticeable spread.” 

The Jersey two year old brought $49.20; 
the Jersey Aberdeen-Angus cross brought 
$74.70 at about one year old; the Aberdeen- 
Angus yearlings brought $143.36 each. In 
; S comparison can be found the answer as 
0 why so many dairymen are using Aber- 


deen-Angus bulls on their dairy cows, espec- 
ially where they are prepared to feed the 
calves out for market. This particular in- 
stance shows the half blood steer to be 
worth $25.50 more than the Jersey steer at 
the same weight, and the weight was at- 
tained in slightly more than one-half the 
period of time. Proving conclusively that it 
pays to use good beef bulls where the calves 
are not wanted for replacement purposes in 
the ordinary dairy herd. 

The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bullock at 
a still younger age was worth $68.66 more 
than the cross bred, and they were all fed 
at the same bunk and for the same period 
of time. How long would it take to pay for 
a good herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cows with the difference received for their 
progeny at the shambles, as compared with 
a cross bred or a grade herd? The original 
outlay may be slightly more—so is the an- 
nual coupon and there are times when it 
may require this extra quality to keep the 
feeder out of the red on his ledger sheet. — 

The difference in prices shown here is 
traceable directly to quality and finish. 
Without question the steer selling for the 
least money had cost the most for he spent 
many more days at the feed rack than did 
either of the others and in all probability 
his appetite was not lacking at any time 
along the route. 

These comparisons are worthy of careful 
study and consideration on the part of any 
man who is feeding cattle, whether on a 
large or a small scale. As for the Journal 
we would heartily recommend pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and registered bulls 
for commercial production of the profitable 
sort.

lees Camemmmane 
A. A. Armstrong Dies. 

Tuscola, Ill., Jan. 2—A. A. Armstrong 
extensive farmer and breeder and feeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus died at his home near here 
late Thursday at 70 years of age. Funeral 
services will be held this afternoon at 1 
o’clock. 

Mr. Armstrong had long been prominent 
in live stock circles in the middle west. He 
was one of the most extensive cattle feeders 
in central Illinois. Thirty years ago he ex- 
hibited a carload of cattle of his feeding at 
the Pittsburgh (Pennsylvania) Fat Stock 
show where they won the grand champion- 
ship and sold as one of-the highest priced 
loads of that time. 

In 1895 Mr. Armstrong established his 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and for 
many years was a prominent exhibitor at 
all the leading shows in the United States. 
He selected as the foundation of his breed- 
ing herd, cattle of the short-legged, thick, 
wide and quick maturing type and consist- 
ently adhered to this type throughout his 
long career as a breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Cattle of his breeding were always 
in demand and topped numerous Interna- 
tional saies. In later years he was joined 
by his son, Floyd, in his farming and cattle 
breeding operations. In 1923 this firm won 
the single steer grand eg erm at the 
International Live Stock Exposition, Chi- 
cago, on the Aberdeen-Angus steer Broadus 
White Socks. 

Mr. Armstrong’s services were in demand 
as a judge of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. He 
served in this capacity at many of the lead- 
ing state fairs and at the International. He 
was also a director of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association for many 
years. 

In recent years much of the work in con- 
nection with the management of the farm 
and the breeding and feeding operations has 
been handled by his son Floyd. He never 
lost interest in good cattle and was always 
an interested visitor at the Illinois State 
fair and the International. In the passing of 
Mr. Armstrong the live stock industry 
loses one of its best supporters and friends. 
He is survived by his widow and one son, 
Floyd, and several grandchildren.—Drovers

Cattle Feeding Situation November 1, 1931. 

The demand for stocker and feeder cattle 
tended to weaken further during October 
and as a result the movement of such cat- 
tle into the Corn Belt States during that 
month was relatively small although prices 
Were weak and declining during most of the 
month, The estimated number of stockers 
and feeders inspected through markets ship- 
ped into the Corn Belt States in October 
this year was 13 per cent smaller tham in 


October last year and 11 per cent below the 
5-year October average and was probably 
the smallest for the month in 10 years. The 
small shipments in October reduced the to- 
tal shipments into the Corn Belt States for 
the 4 months, July to October, this year be- 
low the total of last year. The number this 
year was 2 per cent smaller than last year 
and 9 per cent smaller than the 5-year aver- 
age for this period. 

The smaller shipments in October this 
year compared with last were due to the 
decreased movement into the states west of 
the Mississippi River. Shipments into near- 
ly all of these states were below last year 
with the largest decreases in the states west 
of the Missouri. The total shipments into 
these states for the 4 months July to Octo- 
ber was the second smallest for the period
